Between Walter Roſewell , then a Preacher at Chatham, and 
Richard Coppin, then Preacher in the Cathedral of Ro- 
cheſter , being 0» Munday , the third day of December, 


1655. 


He people being come together into the Ca- 
thedral, Richard Coppin began in prayer, af- 
ter which , the Mayor of the City, and Cap- 
tain Smith, Captain of the Guard , delired 
the people to keep filence, and none to ſpeak 
but Roſewell and Coppis , if any elſe did, they 
ſhould be apprehended, and proceeded a- 

gainſt, as Diſturbers of the Peace. 

Then ſpake Coppin , faying , I defirc alſo that the muy 
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* The Triumphing of Truth, over 
will all keep fikent, and none to ſpeak a word , but thoſe who 
are in diſpute : 1 know you are a people divided ſome for the 
one party, and ſome for the other, and I ſhall ſpeak to you all. 
Firſt, to you that are on the contrary party to me, and that - 
have any defire to fpeak, not to ſpeak above one a a time, and 
ſo ſpeak aF tary as will, provided the one hath done before the 
other begin. Andto you that may have any defire to ſpeak on 
my behalf, I entreat you all to be ſilent , and not to ſpeak a 
word, bn to leave all to the Lord and my ſelf, 

Roſew. M. Major, 1 thought none but you,+ the veſt of the Ma. 
vſtrates and Officers of the Army, ſhould have had the mannaging 
this Diſpute, aud I ts have began firſt, that ſo this mans diſcourſe 
might kave been ſpared : And as for the plauſible prayer he made 
at my coming in to delude the people , I confeſſe my Conſcience 
would not give me to joyn with him,not but that the matter thereof 
was good, but I knowing his Principle to be corrupt , could not fay 
Amen roit : Andnow, of you pleaſe, 1 ſhall firſt make a ſport 
Prayer, and then gu on to the work, for I cannot undertake a bu- 
fineſſe of ſuch weaght , for the ſuppreſſing of ſuch damnable errors 
as here hath been vented, without calling upon God for aſſifance, 
both to Magiſtrates, Officers, and Miniſters in this work.

to give you a meeting, provided it be in love, and for edification

French. I profeſſe before the Lord I have no hatred nor prejudice 
to any mans perſon, but their opinions. b 

Coppin. Then it ſeems thoſe opinions which are not one with 
yu you hate, and judg to be wrong, and your own only to 

right, but I muſt tell you, I am not of your ſpirit , for I hate 
no mans perſon nor opinion , but am reconciled to all men in 
their ſeyeral judgements and opinions, leaving them all to the 


Lord, knowing that the manifeſtations of God are various, | 
to 


T he T riumphing of Truth, over 
to ſome more, and to ſome lefle, bur as every man hath re- 
ceived Jeſus Chriſt the Lord, fo let him walk , ſpeak andac, 
ſtanding {till in that light which the Lord hach enlightened him 
withal, and be content with his wages, till che Lord ſhall give 
him more.

9. 2. in which I am of my Brother Roſewells opinids, and not 
Jours, for that doth not prove redemption cut of hell, but a coming 
to judgment ſoule and body at the laſt day, to receive the ſentence 
of eternall damnation in hell, where the worm never dies, from 
whence there 15 no redemption. | 

Coppin, Prove that out of hell there is no redemption, your 
Brother Roſewe/! could not. 

French. 7 prove sr Matthew 25. Theſe ſhall goe into ever- 
laſting puniſhment, but the righteous into life eternall. 

Coen That proves it not, for they may oe into that which 
is everlaſting puniſhment, and yet come forth.

vengeance of eternal fire, asof God, ſo long as there is any

Coppin.. Friends, ſeeing ſomtimes you cannot chuſe bur laugh, 
henceforth laugh inwardly, and make no noiſe. | 

Roſewell. 7 have not to do with children, I ſuppoſe this laughter 
was at the folly of this man, net at me : Now, I ſay, that the nature 
of man which Chriſt dzd take part of, was polluted with ſin, but that 
part which C hiſt did take was holy. 

Coppin. You fay then, that ſome part of mans nature was ſin- 
ful, and ſome part holie, but you will ſay anone, that all was 
ſinful. 

Roſewell. 7 ſay, all bat that part which Chriſt did take was 
polluted.

Coppin. If the nature of man had beene holie before Chriſt 
tookſt on him , then Chriſt need not have come to make it ho- 
lie, but becauſe it was polluted with ſinne, therefore did 
Chriſt come and take part of the ſameſinfull nature, that he 
by living in that nature, might ſanRifie and cleanſeit all, 

'and thereby Jour the whole nature of man pure , ſpotleſſe, 
and blameleſſe tothe Father, making, it to be accepted in him 
the beloved Jeſus, for without him there was none righteous , no 
not one, but all have ſinned , and come ſhort of the glory of Ged : 
And he hath conclude4all men under fin and unbelief, that he might 
bave mercy upon all, and this mercie is manifeſted in Hes. 2. 
14. That foraſmuch as the children are partakers of fleſh and 
bluad , he alſo himſelf likewiſe took part of the ſame, that 
through death he might deſtroy him that had the power of 
death, which us the Devill, and deliver them, who through 
feare of death, were all their life time ſubjeft to bon- 
dage : For before Chriſt did take our fleſh on him, the 
Devill and Sinne did dwell in it, but becauſe that 


men ſhould not fer ever semaine ſo under the Domini-

preſent it to his Father, as blameleſſe, «nd as holie as himſelf, For 
he that ſanftifieth, and 1 bey who are ſantlifiew, are all of one , for 
which canſe be us not albamed to call them Brethren , laying, / will 
declare thy Name unto my Brethren , in the mid'ſt of the Church 
will I ſing praiſe mato thee : Andagain, 1 will put my truſt in thee, 
and behrld I and the children which Gcd hath given me ( aremwith 
thee ) Heb. 2.11. 

Roſewell. Cannot every ene read this as well as you ? 

Ceppin, Pray interrupt me nor, I ſhall yet go on, verſe 17. 18. 
He was in all things made like-unto his Brethren, that he might 
be a mercifull and faithfull High-Prieſt, to offer up for the ſinnes 
of the people, which till he bad taken them on him in our likeneſs, 


\ he could not doe; andin that be himſelte hath ſuffered for them, 


being tempted, he is able to ſuccour them that are tempted, but if 
our nature were holy before Chriſt took it on him, to what end 
did he take it to ſuffer in it? and yet, I ſay, this Jeſus which did rake 
our nature on him (and ſtill lives init, now in us, and will alfo in

Coppiv. Well, you denie not this anſwer made for you', con- 
cerning this Scripture in Heb. 5. that the High-Prieſt there 
ſpoken of was Chrift, which if it be as you ſay, and not], then 
read the next words, ver.z. and by reaſon thereot he ought as for 
the people, ſo alſo for himſelf, to offer for (ins. 

Roſewell. Tox have confeſt what I charged you with. 

Coppin. I have only read to. you the words of the Scripture, 
Alſo if Chriſt be our Suretie to pay our debt , as in Heb. 7. 22. 
then the debt became his, as well as ours, which he paid for him- 
ſelf, as for us, after he had taken it to him, and ſo he may be ſaid, 
to offer for his own finsalſo, as for the peoples, according to 
chele Scriptures, 1iah 53. t2. He was numbered with the tranſ- 
greſſors. ' 

Roſewell. Now 1 deſire all to take notice, and they may plainly ſte 
you are a Blaſphemer , I ſhall now follow you in your Wile-Gooſe- 
Chaſe; He that ſhall pretend Scripture, that Chriſt aid offer for his 
own ſins, as alſo for the peoples, he is a Blaſphemer ,, bat you have ;

Coppin. I doe grant the Reſurrection of the body, and doe not 
denieit, though you ſay I doe.

Roſewell. am nct minded to declare it to you at thu time, 

Coppin. Then I will tell you what it is. 

Friends and Brethren , 1 do own a Reſurrection according to 
the Scriptures, and ſuch a Reſurrection as you all muſt partake of 
before ye can ſee the Kingdome of God, 1 Cor. 15. Thereis 
a Reſurrection ſpoken of by the Apoſtle, which is the Reſurre. 
ion of Chriſt, and of our riſing in and with him, from the 
ſtate of the firſt 44am, to the ſtate of the ſecond Adam , but 
there were ſome then, as well as now , that did think the Apoſtle 
had meant carnallie the riſing again of the ſame bodie of fleſh 
and bones, and therefore did ask the queſtion , with what bo- 
dies they ſhall ariſe , not knowing what the Dead was, nor the 
life it ſhould be raiſed to, and how God giveth it a bodie as 
pleaſeth him. Now to prove this Reſurrection , Chriſt faith, 7 
am he which was alive, and was dead, and am alive again, and lives 
for evermore. 
| Roſewell. Do you hear, he ſaith Chriſt was alive, and dead. 


Coppin. There is nothing can be ſaid to die, but firſt it muſt be - 


alive, nor made to live, but it muſt firft die: Now Chriſt is he 
which was alive , was dead, and is alive again, the firft that 
was living , and the laſt that lives, 

In Fob 11. 21. Martha comes to Chriſt , and faith, Lord, if 
thou had'ſt been here, my Brother had not died : Chriſt ſaid , Thy 
Brother ſpall riſe againe : 1 know , ſaid Martha, he ſhall riſe, at 
the Reſurreftion, on the laſt day : Jeſus ſaid unto her, Tam the Re. 
ſurrettion, and the Life , he that believethin me , theugh he were 
dead, yet ſhall he live , and he that lives and believes tn me ſhall 
never die, Believeſt thou this ? Now ſhe had Faith to believe that 
he was Chriſt, the Son of God , but could not believe the truth 
of her Brothers Reſurre&tion in Chriſt , therefore did-Chriſt 
blame her, ſaying, Hadft thou but believed , thou ſpould'ſt have 


ſeen the glory of God,obn 11.40. 
Mow 
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Now if Chriſt be the ReſarreRion, and the Life, then there is 
nothing in this Reſurre&ion, but what is himſelf, for he is the 
dead raiſed , the raiſer of this dead, and the life raifed too, as 
he ſaith, I am the Reſurreftion,and the Life. Now take notice that 
I do not denie any thing of Chriſt all this while , but do advance 
him, and alſo our Reſurre&ion in him , as the Scripture faith, 
We are raiſed up together with him , to ſit in heavenly places in 
Chriſt 7eſus , and this is the myſterie of the Reſurre&ion, which 
you ſay is a great myſterie. 

Now faith the Apoſtle to thoſe carnal enquirers that knew not 
this mylterie of the ReſurreQtion , but asked with what bodies 
they ſhould ariſe, T hoy feo/, ſaith the Apoſtle , that which thou 


ſowe$t 1s not quickned, except it die , and tho ſoweſt not that body 


that ſhall be, but bare grain, it may chance of wheat , cr ſome other 
grain, ſoit 1 net , ſaith be , the ſame bedy which thou ſoweſt that ts 
raiſed, but Gid giveth it a body as pleaſeth him. And why then, 
(ay you, that the Came bodie ſhall be raiſed again ? 

Now Pa#/ to prove this ſpiritual Reſurrection, tells us , that 
there is one glorie of the Sun, another glorie of the Moon, and 
another of the Stars, and one Star differs from another Star in 
glorie, ſoalſo is the Reſurreion of the dead, it is ſown in cor- 
ruption, it is raiſed in incorruption , *tis ſown in diſhonor , it is 
raiſed in glorie, it is ſown in weakneſle, it is raiſed. in power, 
andallinus, that I may know him, faith Paz/, and the power 
of his ReſurreQion, and the fellowſhip of his ſufferings , being 
made conformable to his death , if by any means I might at- 
tain unto the ReſurreRion of the dead , for which I preſſe for- 
wards, faith Pax/ : So that this Reſurreftion is to be within you, 
and you are to know it while you live in this bodie , for it is your 
riſing from faith to faith, from glorie to glorie , as from one ad- 
miniſtration of God to another, Beho/, ſaith Paul, I ſhew you 
a myſterie , we ſball nit all ſleep, but we ſhall be changed, that 
is, Changed from the ſtate of the firſt 44am, to the ſtate of the 
ſecond Adam, and ſo he telſsus, It was ſown in Adam , it was 
raiſed in Chriſt , it was ſown a natural body, and it ts raiſed a ſpiri- 
tual body , even as you ſee your change , for the firſt man Adam 5 
of the earth earthy , a living ſeal, 3 ſecond 15 the Lord from hea 
ven , 4 quickening ſpirit, and as 1s the earthly, ſo are they that ay 
earthly, 
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earthly, and'as us the heavenly , ſo are they that are heaven! , 
wherefore examine your ſelves, and you will now tinditſo, fo 
you are all of you either inthe ſtate of the firlt Adam, or in the 
itate of the ſecond A1am, and your change is from the firſt ro 4 
the ſecond, that as you have bornthe image of the earthly , fo ( 
you ſhall bear theimage of the heavenlie, for there is a bodie na | 
rural, and a bodie ſpiritual , all which are proper to us in this 

life: And thus Pay/ tells us of the Reſurrection in a my- 

*|; ſerie. 

Now take notice that I do not denie any ReſurreQion in all ; 
this, which by any man may be proved, but I do declare to you 
the myſterie of this ſpiritual Reſurre&tion, which I know, and 
which you fay is a myfterie ; Secondly , conſider the death you 
are to be raiſed from, and that is the death that all men died in 
the ſtare of the firſt Adam, and do ftill die, by reaſon of fin 
from which death all ſhall be raiſed to life in Chriſt , the ſecond 
* | * Adam: Nowthe wages of ſinisdeath, and that death which fin 
doth bring on man, is the ſame death that Chriſt doth raiſe him 
from , For you who were dead in ſins and treſpaſſes, hath he quick- 
ned , andif ye be riſen with Chriſt, ſeek the things which are 4- 
bove , where Chriſt ſiteth at the right hand of God, which is 
ſpoken in the Preſentence, and not in the Future , and cannot be 
meant of the riſing of our corporal bodies, after laid in the 
grave, which I queſtion whether thoſe that talk ſo much of thar, 
do yet know this ſþiritral Reſurrettion, which 1 hereby declare to 
youall , and if any one can tell us of another Reſurrection of

this, that our old man is crucified with him , that the bodie of

Roſewell. 2 Tim. 2. 18. Pt there were falſe Prophets amono 

them, 5 there are falſe Teachers amino you, which ſay, the Reſur- 
retticn 15 paſt already , and ſo bring in damnable errors to overthrow 
the faith, and we ſee there were ſome in the Apcſtles daies which did 
deny a corperal Reſurretiin, 
- Coppin. Do you inſtance that Scripture as to a corporal Reſur- 
rection, which ſpeaks nothing of it, you do add to that Scrip- 
ture {the word corpcra/) and you know the puniſhment of him 
that addeth thereto, or dimimiſheth therefrom. Again, I do not 
ſay the Reſurrection is paſt already, for it is not yet come to you, 
nor many more , therefore your Scripture is to no purpoſe a- 
gainit we, forlfſay, it is to come, as well as alreadie come, and 
that it ſhall continue until the Day of Judgment be ended, or 
till all chat ſhall be, are raiſed, and ſet free in this ſpiritual Reſur- 
rection, from death, hell, or the grave , in which they lie impri- 
ſoned and buried, by reaſon of fin ; but the Sadduces , who de- 
nie the Refurrection , hold there is neither Angel nor Spirit, and 
that do not I.

Coppin. Add not to the Scripture . for there is no ſuch bodily 
Reſurrection ſpoken of , as you declare, 1 Cor. 15. 12. ſo on, 
pray ſee friends, Pa«/doth not ſpeak of a corporal Reſurrecti- 
en, but tells them of the Reſurrection of che Dead, and faith, 
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That if Chriſt be nat riſen, then all our Preacting and Beki-ving 
es in vain , and we are yet in our ſins : Clearlie intimating , that 
the Reſurrection of Chriſt doth aſſure them of their being raiſed

Then 
the Lord anſwered Job out of the whirlwind, and ſaid, who « this that 
darkeneth connſell by words without kn:wledg , gird up now thy 
loynes like a man, for I will demand of thee, and anſwer thou me. 
And ſo he goes on to reprove ob of his ignorance of God, and in 
Chap. 40. 3. Job a»ſwers the Lord and ſaiih, bebuld I am wile, what 
ſhall 1 anſwer thee, I will lay my hand «pon my mouth , once 
have I ſpoken, but 1 will nit anſwer , yea wwice, but Twill proceed 
m further, and in Chap. 42. 3. be acknowledges his error and 
ignorance of God, and anſwers the Lord, ſaying , who z5 he thar 
kideth counſel! withour knowledge, therefore have I uttered that 
I underſtand not, thinss too wonderfull for me, which] knew not , bat 
now hear, I beſeech thee,and I will ſpeak, Thave often heard of thee 
by the hearing of the eare, but now mine eyes ſeeth thee , wherefore 
1 abhor my ſelfe in dſt and aſhes. Thus did 7ob in his life time 
ſee the King, the Lord of Hoſts, his Redeemer , ſtanding upon, 
(and was a conqueror of) that earth, the firit Adam which he firſt 
lived in the Image of , till the ſecond Azam appeared, as at 
the laſt day of the firſt Adam in him, which he before ſaid 
ſhould come, and wa, now come to him, For now doe mine eyes 
fee thee. 

Roſewell. Pray read a /:tle further, and ye ſhall find that God 
ſaith, his freiads had nit ſpukea right of him, as hi; ſervant Job had 
dene, and ag..in, this cann:t be meant of his ſeeing his Redeemer , for 
now is l:ynes and reines was nct conſumed. 

Coppin. 'Tis true, 7cb never ſpoke the things that was right of 
rheLord, till he ſaid , Now dee mine eyes ſee thee, and this his 
friends could not fay, for they had nor ſcen the Lord , as his 
ſervand 7b had, therefore , though after his $kin wormes had 
deſtroyed his body, yet in his fleſh he did fee God. 

Th s skin was the goodeſteem he had of his own righteouſ- 
neiſe, the pride and glory of his own fleſh, which he was ſtripped 
of, tor boaſting in 1t, and ſo faith feb . He hath ſtripped me of all 
my 21ery, and taken the ('rern from off my head; and the body 
that muſt be deſtroyed, was the body of {in and corruption which 

was 
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was within him , andis in all men fora time , while they live in 
the corrupt ſtate of the old Adum, and the wormes are the 
terrors of the troubled minde , which as Troops of Robbers 
feeds upon the fleſh of the earthly man, and fob had many in his 
fleſh, Fur my fleſh, ſaith he, us cloathed with Wormes , my shin ts 
broken, and become loathſome, the arrows of the Almiohty ſlicks faſt Chap: 7: 5: 
in me, his Archers c:mpaſſe me round abcnt , and he cleaveth m 


lifetime, all his comforts were taken from him, and all thoſe 
things were fulfilled upon him, and appeared in him, and yer, 
faith he, after all this I ſhall ſee my Redeemer, and ſo he did, fos 
when through the manifeſtation of God to him, his ſoul within 
him was revived, his knowledge and underſtanding enlightened, 
and his reins, with the girdle of faith drcentnins , then, faith 
he, Now do mine eyes ſee thee , and Iam no more my ſelf , but a 1a: 11: 5:

Coppin, I denie not any thing which any man can Proye to Chriſt « fizr. 
be true, from Scripture. 
Rofewell. I prove a ccrporall Reſurrettion of onr bodies, ſ5om the 
example of Chriſfts Reſurreftion cf his Bay, 
Ceppin. That wasa ligne to us of our riſing with Chriſt to a 
newneſs of life, both toward God and man. 
Roſewell. I demze the Reſun retflion of Chriſts body tobe a ſrone. 
Ceppiz. You fay the corporal Reſurre&ion of Chriſt is no ſign, 
and yet you ſay againe it doth ſignifte the Reſurretion of our 
bodies, butthe Scripture ſaith not fo, but ſaith, That like as Chriſt

Firſt, I'-denie all their Articlesto be ſpoken by me, 
s they are here laid down by them , they having mueh 
abuſed my words, and alſo my ſenſe, by their adding and di- 
miniſhyng , yet for ſatisfaction to many people of the truth of 
that which may be in them, T ſhall give a briefanſwer to them, 
according to the plain ſenſe of Scripture,and the manifeſtations
